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NIA EKSPERIMENTO 


Malgraii kelke da klasikaj ekzemploj de 
infanoj denaske edukitaj en Esperanto, la 
okazo estas sufiĉe malofta, mi opinias, por 
meriti la atenton de la samideanaro. Krom 
la ĝenerala intereso, kiun tia provo vekas, 
devas esti vere, ke multaj Esperantistaj 
gepatroj staras en iom da dubo antaŭ la 
deman do, ĉu eduki la idojn en la lingvo 
intemacia. 

Respondi tiun demandon kaj proponi 
sol von estu la apologio por ĉi tiu artikolo. 

Efektive, kiam nia fileto Roy naskiĝis, lia 
patrino kaj mi jam decidis prokrasti lian 
edukadon en Esperanto ĝis pli favora tempo, 
car la malhelpoj ŝajnis tiutempe nesuper- 
eblaj. Tamen, kiam la etulo estis 11- 
monata, ni vidis artikolon en Heroldo 
(Dec. 1939) pri sukcesa provo tia, kaj tio 
donis al ni la kuraĝon entrepreni la aferon. 

Ne estas necese detaligi la kialojn de nia 
farmaniero. Sufiĉas diri, ke ni decidis, ke 
mi parolos al la inlano ekskluzive en 
Esperanto, kaj la patrino Anglalingve. 
Mi komencis la 7an de Januaro, 1940, la 
unuan datrevenon de lia naskiĝo. 

De la komenco mi faris detalan statistikon 
pri liaj progreso kaj reagoj, tiel, ke nun estas 
eble rerigardi la diversajn fazojn de lia 
edukado. Unue, tri tagoj estis necesaj por 
lin alkutimigi al la nova idiomo ; sed post 
tio li faris la unuajn respondojn al mia 
parolo (oni komprenu, ke la respondoj estis 
agaj, ne parolaj). Tamen miaj listoj 
montras, ke post unu semajno li komprenis 
32 radikojn. 

Kun la tempo li montris sin tre res- 
pondema al la nova lingvo, kaj faris daŭran 
kaj konstantan progreson. Mi mem devis 
miri pri lia rapida kompreno eĉ de 
abstraktaj vortoj. Kompreneble, la pli- 
multo el la vortoj lernitaj estis sub- 


stantivoj, sed mi rimarkas, ke post monato, 
krom 42 substantivoj, li konis 24 verbojn, 
5 adverbojn, 3 pronomojn, 2 adjektivojn, 
kaj 1 prepozicion. 

En tiu unua tempo lia cerbo estis treege 
akceptema. Eĉ tiam, kiel dum la tuta 
eksperimento, mi neniel provis trudi al li 
iujn apartajn vortoj n. Mi lasis la bezonon 
regi ĉion. Mi trudis al li no van vorton, 
nur kiam nova objekto au nova sperto venis 
en la regnon de lia pli vastiĝanta konscio. 
Pro tio mi opinias, ke miaj listoj estas 
valoraj, ne nur kiel statistiko de lingva 
eksperimento, sed ankaii kiel registro pri la 
disvolviĝanta menso de knabo. Eble kom- 
pilisto de lernolibro povus eltiri profiton el 
tiaj listoj. 

Post kvar monatoj mi faris kalkulon kaj 
konstatis, ke lia vortotrezoro ampleksas 
260 radikojn. Miaj listoj diras, ke li konas 
la plimulton el tiuj vortoj Presente, 
Imperative, Future, kaj Preterite ; sed mi 
faris noton, ke mi inklinas kredi, ke li 
atentas sole la radikon, ne la finajon. 

Dum la tuta tempo, ec ĝis hodiau, mi 
parolis al li ekskluzive en Esperanto, kaj 
mia edzino, ankaŭ samideano, preskaŭ 
ĉiufoje Anglalingve. Lia kompreno de la 
du lingvoj, ĝis la grado de lia scio, estas 
perfekta kaj tuja. Ciun peton aŭ ordonon 
li plenumas tute sen hezito, kaj videble 
sen konscia pripenso. 

Mi rimarkas, ke mi faris noton en mia 
listo de Majo pri okazo, kiam la patrino 
surprizis lin per ordono en Esperanto. Dum 
momento li rigardis sin kvazau nekom- 
prenante, kaj tiam ruza ekrideto kurbigis la 
lipojn, sed li ne obeis. 

En la kvina monato mi provis paroligi 
al li unusilabajn vortojn, kiel la patrino jam 
faris pri la Angla lingvo. Tamen li montris

sin tute ne inklina por tio, kvankam iufoje li 
volis min imiti. La unua efektiva respondo 
en Esperanto okazis la 18an de Julio. Estis 
nur la vorto “Ne \”, sed povis esti nenia 
dubo pri lia dirvolo. 

Post ok monatoj li jam parolis spontanee 
kelkajn vortojn (ekzemple, Papo (Patjo), 
aka (akra), aja (alia), tc (tie) ), kaj pli- 
grandigis sian vortotrezoron ĝis 443 radikoj. 

Kompare kun la antaŭaj du trionoj de la 
jaro, la lasta ne estis tiel sukcesa rilate 
pliampleksigon de lia vortaro, sed li ja multe 
plibonigis sian konon pri la uzado generate, 
kaj nun konas pli ol 500 radikoj n. 

Parolante generate, mi ne hezitas diri, ke 
la edukado en Esperanto ne prezentas multe 
da malfacilaĵoj. Nur en la lasta tempo 
(kaj precipe pro tio, ke mi ofte forestas de la 
hejmo) Esperanto ne tiel brave konkuras 
kun la Angla. La plej granda malfacilajo 
nun, en la parola fazo de lia edukado, estas 
tio, ke en la Angla lingvo multe pli abundas 
unusilabaj vortoj. Li multe pli volonte 
elparolas, ekzemple, jam ol konfitajo ; pan 
ol boligilo ; book ol libro, k.s. Tamen, mi 
opinias tion nur fazo ; kaj mi ne havas 
dnbon, ke pliposte li uzos ankaii tiujn 
lastajn en la “verda”. 

Parolante lau mia sperto, mi forte 
rekomendas la metodon al gepatroj, kiuj 
sin demandas ĉu estas eble sukcese eduki 
siajn idojn dulingve.

Ne malmulte da infanoj parolis Esperanton de tre 
frua aĝo, kiel hejman lingvon ; kvankam tio ne ofte 
okazis en Anglujo. Oni pensas, ekzemple, pri Gala 
and Lubo Petrov en Siberio, pri Winifred Stoner en 
Usono (Natural Education, 1923), kiu kvinjara 
eldonis libron de mfanaj versajoj en Esperanto ; 
pri la familio Manner en Finlando (Heroldo, 19 
Nov., 1925) ; kaj pri Sonjo Henneberger en 
Germanujo (Lernanto , 22 Jan., 1927). Mi memoras 
infanojn Rusajn, Frdncajn, kaj Rumanajn, simile 
edukitajn. Sed preskaŭ neniam la gepatroj faris 
detalan kaj objektivan observaron pri la progreso 
farita. 

La plej detalaj raportoj tiuspecaj ĝis nun faritaj 
estas pri la infanoj Butler {Esp. Monthly, Aug. 1917 ; 
B.E., Dec. 1918 kaj Okt. 1921 ; Literaturo.Okt. 1921, 
laborista Esperantisto, Jan. 1938). Pro tio, ke la 
infano de Ges. Stuttard komencis lerni kiam unujara, 
la konditoj estas iom malsamaj, sed alie tre similaj. 
Se S-ro Stuttard daurigos siajn observojn, kaj liveros 
al ni fidindajn detalojn pri la infana parolo en la 
tria kaj la kvara jaroj, Hi havos altan valor on. 
Gratulon al Roy kaj al la felitaj gepatroj. — Red. B.E.

If you square up when you come round, 
we shall both be straight. 

Ladies have fits upstairs (Notice in a 
Japanese shop window). 

To translate “Mi simpatias kun via edzo” 
by I sympathize with your husband is 
uncomplimentary to the lady addressed, 
and certainly does not convey the meaning 
of the speaker. 

The following examples of the ambiguity 
of some English words are taken from 
“Le Vrai Ami” (Boillot) : 

At a College Concert : “How can I poke 
the fire without disturbing the music 1” 
“Between the bars.” 

“Is your wife entertaining this winter ?” 
“Not very.” 

“I never pay for my own dinner in a 
restaurant. ” “ Evidently you believe in making 
hosts of friends.” 

Should women take up the law ? Many 
husbands think that the average woman 
prefers to lay it down. 

Wife : “I was absolutely outspoken at the 
meeting this afternoon.” Husband : “I can 
hardly believe it, my dear. Who outspoke 
you ?” 

An Englishman and a Scot stood in a bar. 
The Englishman stood drinks all round. 
The Scot stood five foot six. 

“Parse ‘Mary milked the cow’.” “ ‘Cow’ 
is a noun, feminine gender, third person, 
singular number, and stands for Mary.” 
“ ‘Stands for Mary’ ? How do you make 
that out ?” “Well, if she didn’t stand for 
Mary, how could Mary milk her 1” 
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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1940 

To be presented to the Members at the Annual General Meeting at The Royal Oxford Hotel, 

Oxford, on Saturday, the 12th April, 1941. 


The note of optimism, with which the 
Council ended its Report for 1939, proved 
to be fully justified by the manner in which 
the work of the Association was maintained 
during the past year, and by the generous 
support received from the members. As 
will be seen from the Accounts now 
presented, the net deficit on Revenue 
Account was under £80, being thus less than 
half that of 1939, and the lowest for very 
many years ; and although the position is 
attributable largely to circumstances arising 
out of the war and not such as would be 
thought desirable in peace time, it is a 
further guarantee of the Association's 
stability and—subject to a continuation of 
support in due measure—of the adequate 
maintenance of its work during the 
remainder of the war period. 

The Subscription income during the year, 
whilst below that of 1939, was higher than 
the figure for 1938 and under existing 
conditions must be regarded as very 
encouraging. Donations to General Funds 
were equal to those of 1938, although no 
special appeal was made as in 1939 ; whilst 
the profit on Trading was higher than that 
of the unsatisfactory year 1939, and as a 
war-time figure can be considered fairly 
good. On this point it may be mentioned 
that in the latter part of the year there was 
a distinct upward trend in trading receipts. 

The absence of any income from the 
Touring Department in 1940, as compared 
with £137 in 1939, in itself would more than 
account for the final Revenue deficit ; but 
this must not be taken to imply that the 
Guarantee can be dispensed with, as 
Guarantee payments are still essential to 
the Association (unless replaced by direct 
donations) and the fact that only £165 was 
received under this head in" 1940, as 
compared with £229 in 1938, suggests that 
fresh Guarantors may be induced to offer 
themselves in the place of those who have 

lapsed. 

It should further be mentioned that, 
notwithstanding Guarantee payments, the 
net deficit for the year would have been 
approximately £130 but for the fact that 
during the year the Council transferred to 
Revenue £50 out of the Sustentation Fund 


set up for use in emergency ; the capital 
value of the Fund being thereby reduced 
to only £87, as shown in the Balance Sheet, 
despite some £30 generously contributed to 
this Fund during the period. 

On the Expenditure side, a heavy 
reduction was effected on account of 
Salaries, partly through a special Fund 
(as shown in the Accounts) but mainly 
through the war-time arrangement, started 
in 1939, for the part-time services of the 
staff of I.E.L. ; which latter organisation 
also profited thereby. The net cost of the 
Journal was less than in 1939, and much 
below the figure for 1938, owing to its 
publication only every two months as from 
March, 1940 ; the saving would, however, 
have been considerably greater but for the 
extra postal charges incurred in the latter 
part of the year, when the new rate for 
printed matter came into force. 

No reduction in the total number of pages 
was found necessary, and it is appropriate 
to take this opportunity of congratulating 
the new Editor, Mr. M. C. Butler, on the 
efficient way in wffiich he carried out his 
work throughout the year. 

There were reductions, as compared with 
both the two preceding years, in the cost of 
Postage, Publicity, Office Expenses and 
Printing and Stationery, but to some 
extent such reductions reflected decreased 
business and activity generally, and in 
themselves may thus not be matters for 
congratulation ; nor is it satisfactory to 
record a reduction in the receipts from 
Examinations and Correspondence Courses, 
and it may be hoped that these items will 
again rise in 1941. 

Very much less was spent than in normal 
years on account of the Motor Car and 
Propaganda Fund, but this is not an 
indication of correspondingly reduced 
activity, since, whilst Mr. Butler’s propa¬ 
ganda in schools and elsewhere was severely 
curtailed for a variety of reasons arising 
out of the war, he in fact carried out a 
great deal of valuable work of this kind 
during the year at little or no cost to the 

Association, his expenses being defrayed by 
those concerned in the arrangements. 

Much other useful propaganda was also 
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carried out in numerous circles, including 
the Educational Press, by Mr. Butler and 
from the Office, and also by members of the 
Council and Executive Committee in the 
name of the Association. Propaganda was 
also effected by many members and local 
Groups through the presence in this country 
of Esperantists from allied nations and of 
Esperantist refugees; and it may be 
suggested to members in touch with such 
samideanoj that every possible opportunity 
should continue to be taken of utilising their 
publicity value, and at the same time 
giving them the pleasure of thus helping 
the Movement. Other openings for propa¬ 
ganda which, it is hoped, may be more fully 
utilised in 1941, were those offering them¬ 
selves among the Forces of the Crown, 
Civil Defence workers of all kinds, and in 
air-raid shelters where facilities have been 
arranged for classes or talks of a popular 
or educational nature. 

It is satisfactory to note that Group and 
Federation activity continued in many 
centres throughout the year; and that 
although two Federations and a number of 
Groups were unable to continue their 
functions, several fresh Groups were started 
and affiliated to the Association. Moreover, 
many successful classes were carried on 
among evacuated Government and com¬ 
mercial staffs and in other suitable circles. 

It was not found possible to organise a 
national British Congress of the normal type, 
but an enjoyable w’eek-end was spent at 
Birmingham by those members who were 
able to attend the Annual General Meeting 
and Conference held there at Whitsuntide. 
Sincere thanks are due to the local friends 
for the great help which they rendered on 
this occasion. 

At the Council Meeting held on this 
occasion, arrangements were made for 
suitable action if the Secretary, Mr. R. B. 
Wilkinson, took up military service. Accord¬ 


ingly, Mr. Wilkinson was duly released for 
service (in July) by the Executive Committee 
and Mr. C. C. Goldsmith was appointed 
Acting Secretary of the Association. 

The Motor Car w r as not used during the 
year, but was kept in storage under satis¬ 
factory conditions, with a view either to a 
resumption of its use if circumstances were 
to improve, or sale if a suitable price proved 
to be obtainable. In this connection it 
will be seen from the Accounts that a 
further sum of £25 was allowed for 
depreciation during 1940, bringing the Car 
Replacement Fund up to £100. 

Normal collaboration with I.E.L. con¬ 
tinued throughout the year, and many new 
Local Delegates were appointed. Matters 
were facilitated by the fact that Mr. 
Goldsmith was working for both organisa¬ 
tions, and that Mr. A. C. Oliver, the Hon. 
Treasurer of the Association, was in close 
touch with I.E.L. affairs in his capacity of 
Estrarano. Owing to increased enrolment 
in the higher categories of membership the 
sum (£290) which the Association paid over 
to the League on account of subscriptions 
was greater than in either 1938 or 1939, 
and the League was thus further assisted 
in maintaining its own financial stability. 

In the latter part of the year, it was not 
found practicable to hold the usual Council 
and Committee meetings, but the Honorary 
Officers were able to deal with the affairs 
of the Association in collaboration with the 
Acting Secretary. 

In conclusion, it may be emphasized that 
during the year under review all essential 
services of the Association were maintained ; 
and that continued support by the member¬ 
ship will enable the Officers to ensure the 
carrying on of the work on the same lines 
and thus to render vitally important service 
to the entire Esperanto Movement in the 
present critical period.

I want this month to draw your attention 
to one or two special uses of these two 
prepositions. 

El is sometimes used as a prefix, to 
indicate "to the end" or "to a finish", in 
such phrases as eluzi la vestojn, ellerni 
Esperanton, ellaciĝi de laboro, ellabori teorion. 

Or it may be used to indicate "from" in 
the sense of "made from", as in vestoj el 
silko, moneroj el oro, statuo el marmoro. 

Or again it may indicate "from" in the 
sense of "originating in", as in the phrases 
viro el Francujo, teo el Hindu jo, vino el 
Oporto. 

Pri may be used as a prefix to indicate 
"on" or "over", in such phrases as prilabori 
taskon, prisemi kampon, priplori akcidenton, 
priŝpruci personon per akvo. 

A large number of good examples will be 
found in the “Plena Vortaro " and in the 
Millidge dictionary. Both books are very 
useful, and should be acquired if possible. 

NEVER IĜ WITH ITA ! 


I frequently get letters containing words 
which end with the form -iĝita. 

These two [iĝ- and -ita) cannot be used 
together, and words ending thus are sense¬ 
less. -IĈI means "to become", and is 
intransitive. - ITA means "having suffered 
some act", and definitely requires a 
transitive verb before it. 

The only imaginable meaning for iĝita 
standing alone is "having been becomed". 
Probably the students intended to use 
either -iĝinta, or -igita.

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ESPERANTO IN SCHOOL 


GIRLS AT TINKER’S FARM SCHOOL, NORTHFDELD, BIRMINGHAM 


Girls between 11 and 14 were massed in 
the school hall. At the end was the 
Esperanto sign—a green star on a white 
ground. The children, with sweet un¬ 
accompanied voices, were singing. First 
the small ones, then the big ones, sang in 
Esperanto about roses and about a mill— 
simple songs with repetition. 

The idea began because a mistress was 
keen on the language, and corresponded 
with Esperanto friends in Norway. The 
children leave school when they are 14, 
and have not the time to learn French or 
German. Coming from not too wealthy 
homes, they actually need training in their 
own tongue. Yet it was felt that they 
needed some language teaching outside 
English ; so Esperanto was begun. 

It might, said the headmistress, have 
turned out to be just a passing whim. 
Then it would have been allowed to drop. 
But the children, it was found, enjoyed the 
lessons. They have two in a seven-day 
curriculum. After leaving school many go 
to Esperanto continuation classes. At the 
beginning of the war some offered hospitality 
for Esperanto-speaking refugees ; some had 
correspondents in Scandinavia, the Low 
Countries, Czecho-Slovakia, France, and 
other countries. 

Two main social events have sprung from 
the venture. One was the visit to the 
school during the Easter holidays in 1937 
of 22 girls of 6 different nations. They 
lived at the school ; were shown the sights 
of the district, and on the last evening put 
on national costumes. They spoke Esper¬ 
anto all the time. The headmistress 
described how a girl would ask to take a 
foreign friend to her home for an hour, and 
return at the end of three—so well had they 
understood each other. 

The next year 40 Tinker’s Farm girls 
went to Groet in Holland. They saved for 
the holiday by sixpences and shillings a 
week. It was a mixed camp, with between 
two and three hundred young Esperantists. 
The girls practised Esperanto in the shops ; 
they attended a bulb auction arranged for 
them in Esperanto ; they understood one 
another excellently. When the children 
returned, the only thing the parents wanted 
to know was when there would be another 
camp. A meeting in Belgium was hoped 
for ; then came the war. 


Now the children showed what they could 
do in Esperanto. They sang : there is an 
Esperanto song-book. Then they acted a 
little Cinderella play. Even to an untutored 
ear much was intelligible. After the inter¬ 
vention of a red-haired godmother with a 
white frock and wand, the play closed, and 
the girls gave their opinions of the language. 

“Why is Esperanto useful ?” Hands 
waved : a big girl was chosen. Esperanto, 
she said, is a help in international affairs ; 
if everybody learned it politicians could 
talk together, and then there would not be 
so much war. A small tongue-tied girl 
gave a shake of the head when asked if 
Esperanto were difficult. Another said she 
liked the lessons, because “We’ve got good 
teachers’’. 

“Has anybody said anything at home 
about Esperanto ?” One girl had taught 
her little brother a song. The little sister of 
another knew two songs. “I have often 
told mother and father about it, and they 
are interested.” Then the girls spoke of 
their pre-war correspondence. One had had 
two letters from a boy in Holland ; another 
had had a letter from a boy in France. 
It was about his school, and the weather, 
and his home. One was corresponding with 
a boy in the U.S.A.—all in Esperanto. 
In war time correspondence goes on between 
centres and schools in England and Wales. 

One girl reminded the company of the 
Czech visitor who had come to the school. 
He had escaped from Czecho-Slovakia 
during the war, and made his way across 
German-occupied countries; and said he 
would never have been able to get away 
without Esperanto. Many people in his 
country, he said, were learning the language. 

The girls filed away ; it was the end of 
their afternoon. At the end of the hall 
I looked at a display of letters and photo¬ 
graphs gathered during correspondence. 

The mistresses use the direct method in 
teaching ; but I saw a text-book with short 
sentences which one of them had prepared.

ĉiu aparta porcio, kiun ili vendas, estas 
granda (t.e. ili vendas nur grandajn porciojn). 
Oni ne povas diri “je 80 centimoj po funto” 
aŭ “30 mejlojn po horo”, sed oni devas diri 
“po 80 centimoj por (ĉiu) funto”, “po 30 
mejloj”.— La Revuo, vol. II., p. 587.

Bedaŭrinde kelkaj autoroj de lernolibroj 
donas erarigan instruon pri ĉi tiu punkto 
kaj eĉ rekomendas tiajn formojn, kiajn 
Zamenhof en la du cititaj Lingvaj Respondoj 
konsilis ne uzi !

ESPERANTO IN BRISTOL 

Death of Mr. and Mrs. J. Turnbull 

The war has not been kind to our move¬ 
ment in Bristol. Soon after the Germans 
started to visit us, the Folk House, the 
home of Esperanto in our city, was badly 
damaged by fire, and w r e were no longer 
able to meet with kindred souls within its 
friendly doors. Happily most of the Esper¬ 
anto library was saved by our secretary, 
Guy Tordoff, and taken to the Central 
Library next door. 

We sustained another severe blow when 
John Turnbull (I.E.L. delegate) and his wife 
were killed by enemy action. To-day 
a company of Esperantists attended the 
Old King Street Methodist Church in which 
our friend had worshipped, to pay their 
last respects to one who had done so much 
for Esperanto in our city. 

Though at a time of life when many 
people are chary of taking up new pursuits, 
Mr. Turnbull no sooner met with Esperanto 
than he studied it assiduously, and soon 
became proficient. He read the Esperanto 
Bible daily, and practised on every 
opportunity. 

He proved the utility of the language 
when he visited Poland in connection with 
the Temperance movement, another of his 
great interests. It was partly through his 


efforts that in 1938 Mr. Butler was able to 
visit 60 Bristol schools. We owe very much 
to his labours and enthusiasm. 

Amongst the floral tributes, the wreath 
from the Bristol Esperanto Society stood 
out conspicuously—a Green Star surrounded 
by white narcissi and edged with golden 
daffodils. It was fitting that our beloved 
symbol should be chosen to express our 
gratitude and affection, and say to him and 
his wife for the last time Gis la Revido ! 

As we left the pew where we had been 
sitting, Mr. Rankin pointed to the name¬ 
plate : Mr. and Mrs. Turnbull. Quite 
unwittingly we had occupied the pew in 
which they used to worship. Maybe they 
were not far from us, after all.
